there foundat the ſaid ſigne of the Starre,any powder, ſhott, Bullets, or other watlike 
Amunton , butſuchas was placed there by the Lord Lieve-tenant, and Deputte 
Lieve-tenants of the Countieof Oxford, wherealſo the Magazin andfloreof pow- 
der, aad Amumtton for the ſaid County, hath for many yeares before been keft, 
nor doth any cauſe appeare to ſuſpect, that the ſaid Gunpowder and Amumtion, 
was 1ntended to be diſpoſed of , or1mployed, but according to the direction of the 
Lord Lieve-tenant , and Deputie Lieve-tenants of the ſaid County. And whereas 
theſe falſereports may tend to the great Intury, and;pretudice of M* T homas Will:- 
1ms Who kezpeth the ſaid Inne, Theſe are moreover to certifie that the ſaid 
Mr Thomas Williams 1s of very good __ within the ſd Citty of Oxford,and con- 
formable to the Proteſtant Religion of the Church of England, no way addicted to 
Popery, and moſt unlikely to comply , or confederate with any bador popiihde- 
11gne, againft his King or Country.
